MAYOR SHARPE JAMES – 


What he's doing for N 


With words of support and encouragement, 
Newark Mayor Sharpe James and the state and 
Newark's 'top cops have sent a combined task 
force of state and city police officers into 
Newark's neighborhoods to attack mid-level drug 
dealers. The Drug Interdiction and Gang Group 
(D.I.G.G.) will partner New Jersey State Troopers 
and Newark Police Officers in undercover work 
and uniformed patrols to attack drug dealers and 
address quality of life issues. The D.I.G.G. 
program got rolling with a press conference 
Thursday at South 19th Street and 19th Avenue, 
as State Troopers in sky blue and Newark Police 
in dark blue lined up at attention before their 
squad cars to get their mission and marching 
orders from James, State Police Superintendent 
Joseph J. Santiago, and Newark Acting Police 
Director Anthony F. Ambrose III. “The Newark 
City Police and the New Jersey State Police are 
working to create a holistic program, so that no 
area in Newark and New Jersey will be welcome 
to drug dealers and criminals,” the mayor said. 
The program got rolling at a vacant lot 
surrounded by new townhouses. James noted 
that the lot was the site of an abandoned building 
that the city had demolished, and that the 
residents of the townhouses that replaced other 
abandoned buildings in the area had sought 
increased police presence. 

“We are committed to our neighborhoods,” 
James said. “Here we removed abandoned 
buildings, put up stop signs, and removed public 
telephones because drug dealers were using them 
for their business.” Ambrose outlined the

program in his remarks, saying that 20 Newark 
cops are being assigned, along with 20 to 25 New 
Jersey State Police Narcotics and Gang 
Intelligence units. The state troopers will be able 
to infiltrate gangs and drug-dealing operations, 
as dealers often recognize Newark Police 
personnel. Uniformed patrols will address quality 
of life issues and deter criminal activity. “In 1990, 
when I patrolled here with the State Police on 
another joint operation,” Ambrose said, “this area 
was full of abandoned buildings and empty lots. 
Now it’s full of new townhouses. That’s because of 
the work our city and state police officers have 
done to make this city safer. But we have not 
done it alone, we have had the support of a great 
mayor, a great City Council, a great clergy, and 
the great residents of Newark.” Santiago, who 
resigned as Newark Police Director after 32 
years’ service on the force, when Governor James 
E. McGreevey nominated him to become State 
Police Superintendent, noted that this was his 
first visit to Newark in his new capacity. “I’m 
honored to be back home,” he said. “It’s natural 
that we start this program here in New Jersey's 
largest city. It takes a lot of partners to fight 
crime, and no agency can do it alone. We have 
two of the finest police departments in the nation 
working together today. It’s a great day for 
Newark residents.” The State Police intend to 
expand this program to Camden and other New 
Jersey cities. James said, “To the State Troopers 
who are coming here to work with Newark’s 
Finest, I say: Welcome to Newark, and thank you 
for joining us.”

is ALL you need to play jazz 


Someone asked me: “Why is it that in “Pop” you 
hear/see someone or a group one day, then the next 
day he/she/they are gone”? 

This may not be the only answer, but I think this 
plays a major role. In a word, “Props.” 

When these artists are “riding-high,” they have big, 
big budgets to have many visual “special” effects, 
choreographers, stage managers, musical arrangers, 
to name a few. This is good entertainment, but the 
draw back is: when your records don't sell at a high 
volume, you can’t afford the aforementioned “Props.” 

The point is: when people support you according to 
the way you present yourself, they accept the whole 
package. When all of a sudden, so very much of what 
they have become accustomed to seeing is no longer 
there, a natural “let-down” sets in. Pm not implying in 
any small way that these people (well, some of them) 
are not truly talented, but when too much attention 
is paid to the “props,” the artist is somewhat 
diminished. 

Professional wrestlers are believed to be 
following a “script.” That's fine. Most wrestling fans 
have no problem with this, for wrestlers are 
entertaining as well as (sometimes) fine physical 
fitness examples. 

But pro-football, basketball, baseball, hockey, 
tennis, etc. are not “props” they are “legit” the same 
applies to jazz artists. You have to perform. Your 
ideas must be put forth by you. True, we all learn 
from the “Masters,” but we must also develop our 
own identity. 

Natural ability is an absolute ‘plus’ when playing 
jazz. If all one has is an academic background there 
will be something missing. Conversely, natural 
ability can be enhanced by formal study. 

Jazz is a unique art-form. Jazz artists therefore, 
have a ‘uniqueness’ about themselves. One does not 
play jazz hoping to become monetarily rich. That's 
not likely. But the spiritual musical experience 
carries it's own special wealth. 

Till the Next time. 
Keep jazz alive.
